THE production of pig iron for September shows a 
remarkable inerease over that of any other month of 
the year. If the gain’in production continues at the 
ratio it has been inereasing since last June, the output 
next May will be the greatest in the history of the 
country. Thé output for Septeniber was on a basis of 
17,000,000 ton§ a yeat, an increase of 5,000,000 tons a 
year over the output of last January. 








Ir 1s @timated that the value of the output of the 
mines of;this country for this year will be $650,000,- 
000. In the last five years these products have aggre- 
gated $3,296,000,000. In the copper industry alone it 
is estimated that the production in the United States, 
Mexico, and Canada for the month of September was 
the highest since the month of August, 1906, and was 
within a few million pounds of the largest month’s 
output on record. 








Amone6é the numerous labor unions all over the 
United States affiliated with the American Federation 
of Labor'there occurred 1,433 strikes during the year 
from Oetober 1, 1906, to and including September 30, 
1907. The annual report of the secretary of the Fed- 
eration covering ‘that period states that 1,071 of these 
strikes were. won by the strikers, 105 were comprom- 
ised, 124 were lost and 66 were still pending at the 


close of the year. What became of the other 67 strikes 


is not stated; The aggregate of the direct cost of all 
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these 1,433. strikes to the unions Ordering them and 
participating in them was the huge sum of $3,090,359. 








A BiG increase in traffic is indicated by the Amer- 
ican Railway Association’s latest bulletin of car sur- 
pluses and shortages, the railroad barometer of busi- 
ness conditions. The report shows a decrease of 39,- 
795 in the number of surplus cars on the railroads of 
the United States and Canada, the total surplus now 
being £33,792. During the past two months the de- 
crease in idle cars has amounted to about 175,000. On 
May 1, when the greatest surplus in the history of 
American railroads was reported, the total was 413,- 
605. Just before the effects of the panic began to be 
felt by the railroads a year ago there was a shortage of 
90,000 cars. 








THe. United. States produced 60 per cent more 
coal than Great Britain in 1907, over 100 per cent 
more than Germany, and, exclusive of Great Britain, 
more than all other countries combined. The Geo- 
logical Survey, in a report on October 4 on the 
world’s production of coal, estimates such production 
at 1,209,184,109 short tons, of which the United States 
furnishes almost 40 per cent. More than 93 per cent 
of the total world’s production is from countries north 
of the equator, the countries south producing less than 
20,000,000 tons atinually. During the last forty years 
the percentage of the world’s total produced by the 
United States has increased from 14.32 to 39.73, and 
since 1899 this country has held first place, having 
distanced Great Britain so far that that country can 
no longer be considered a rival. 








THe production of gold and silver by the mines of 
the United States for 1907 aggregated 4,374,827 
ounces: of fine gold, of the value of $90,435,700, and 
56,514,700 ounces of fine silver, of the commercial 
value, averaging 66 cents per ounce, of $37,299,700. 
As compared with the output of 1906, a decrease is 
shown in the value of gold of $3,938,100. While the 
production of silver in 1907 was only 3,200 ounces 
less than for 1906, the commercial value, on account 
of the decline in the price of silver, was $958,700 less. 
Colorado leads in the production of both gold and 
silver, having furnished $20,897,000 of the former 
and $7,587,000 of the latter metal. Alaska produced 
$18,489,400 in gold, followed by California, with 
$16,858,500; Nevada, $15,411,000; Utah, $5,121,600; 
South Dakota, $4,138,200; Montana, $3,472,600; 
Arizona, $2,664,000; Idaho, $1,255,900, and Oregon, 
$1,222,200, Next to Colorado in the production of 
silver was Montana, with $7,345,500; Utah, $7,528,- 
500; Nevada, $5,465,100; Idaho, $5,206,300; Arizona, 
$1,916,000, and California, $1,049,400.

unanimously decided to change the cash 
Discounts. , , 
discount on coal and wood stoves to 2 
per cent for cash within thirty days, the change to be- 
come effective January I, 1909. This news does 'ndt 
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come as a surprise for the change has been expected 
for some time. It is a well-known fact that- stove 
manufacturers are obliged to purchase practically 
everything they use on a cash basis. Their labor, iron, 
coal, coke, sand, etc., are subject to no cash discount. 
Only on a few minor supplies do they get any dis- 
count, and that not exceeding 2 per cent for cash in 
ten days. For a number of years the natural cash 
discount on coal and wood stoves, which is 2 per cent, 
has prevailed in the East, the discount being universal 
on gas stoves. : 


The action of the Central Association of Stove Man- | 


ufacturers does not savor of anything arbitrary. It is 
simply the result of the demands made upon them by 
dealers in raw material, many of whom do not favor 
the policy of granting discounts even on the shortest 
time cash basis. It is thus apparent that no other al- 
ternative was left open to the stove manufacturers, and 
their action therefore cannot be considered unjust. 
The change is simply a fair and necessary readjust- 
ment to the present prevailing business customs, and 
still leaving a very liberal premium over the 6 per 
cent per annum cost of a bank loan for cash buyers. 








Buitp1nc for September shows that this country has 
not only recovered from the financial flarry of a year 
ago but that there is also a considerable 
improvement. According to official re- 
ports permits were taken out in 47 cities 
for the construction of 14,992 buildings, 
involving $45,364,944 against 12,930 buildings involv- 
ing $41,088,084 for the corresponding month a year 
ago, a gain of 2,062 buildings and $4,276,860, or 10 
per cent. This indicates that the improvement has 
heen constant and leads to the belief that building 
will continue active from now on. In August the 
majority of the 47 cities upon which the report was 
based, showed a falling off. The conditions for Sep- 
tember, however, are reversed, 29 cities showing in- 
creases and 15 a loss. 

The showing is remarkable, not only because of the

large number of cities in which there is a gain over . 


the figures of a year ago, but because of the remark- 
ably high percentage of increase. Cities in which or- 
dinarily it would be thought that if building were upon 
a par with that of a year ago they would be doing 
well, have a percentage of increase which is so great 
that it should create much enthusiasm in respect to 
the future. 

New York City has an increase of 25 per cent, but 
the most noteworthy increase was in Paterson, N. J., 
of 201 per cent; Washington followed with 191; Bir- 
mingham, 138; Denver, 113; St. Paul, 86; Pueblo, 72; 
Atlanta, 70; Tacoma, 75; Milwaukee, 57; Cleveland, 
§2; Salt Lake City, 51; Kansas City, 47; Lincoln, 42; 
Worcester, 39; Louisville, 38; Brooklyn, 27; Mobile, 
23; Spokane, 19 ; Omaha, 19. 

The cities showing a decrease are at widely sep- 
arated points. They include Chicago, which while it 
has an increase in the number of buildings, shows a 
decrease in cost equivalent to 6 per cent in the amount 
involved. In St. Louis there was a decrease of 24 per 
cent; Philadelphia, 18; Los Angeles, 23; Buffalo, 6; 
Baltimore, 40; Cincinnati, 22; Columbus, O., 9; Du- 
luth, 4; Toledo, 36; Dallas, 9; San Antonio, 33; Grand 
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Rapids, 44; Terre Haute, 6; and St. Joseph, 4o. 
Brooklyn, like New. York, is rapidly recovering from 
inactivity and has for the first time in months a gain, 
the increase for September being 27 per cent. 

The most impressive feature of the recent report is 
the remarkable building activity evidenced in cities of 
a certain class, many of which are surpassing in point 
of activity and growth older cities of twice the popula- 
tion. A good illustration of this is to be found in such 
cities as Indianapolis and Rochester, which are forging 
to the front at a remarkable rate, operations in each 
of these cities being on the basis of over half a million 
dollars a month. 

Building operations is an excellent barometer of 
business conditions, and it is from such a report as 
the foregoing that one is able to get a good idea of the 
progress that the country is making not only in the 
building industry but in other industrial lines as well. 
A. year has passed since the panic month of 1907. 
Business throughout the country is almost as good as 
it was in the summer of last year, and there is no 
doubt that later on it will go above that high-water 
mark, 








MARKETING of Pittsburg coal may be revolutionized 
if the plans now being perfected are carried into op- 
eration. _ Instead of basing the price on 
Coal Prices weight it is proposed to base it upon the 
on Heat ; , 
Unit Basis, 2°t¥al heat units the coal will produce. 
The change is based on chemical analy- 
sis with the British thermal heat unit as the basis. It 
is a well-determined fact that there is no guarantee 
for coal other than that determined by the heat units 
it will produce. A ton of 2,000 pounds may contain 
so much foreign matter that its usefulness for heat 
production is materially decreased when compared 
with a ton the heat units of which are far above it. 
Different cars of coal from the same mine may vary 
in efficiency as a producer of heat, but as a general 
proposition the coal from a given mine may be depend- 
ed upon to make practically the same showing. This, 
however, is not true of different fields: The coal 
which lies between the Youghiogheny and Mononga- 
hela rivers is regarded as the best coal in the Pitts- 
burg district, while that extending to the west of 
Pittsburg does not possess the same heat-producing 
qualities. 

Analysis of river coal, as it is shown by the Car- 
negie Tech, shows 14,000 to 14,700 British thermal 
units, which gives it a commanding place. in the mar- 
ket when contracts are based on actual value rather 
than upon the general knowledge that Pittsburg coal 
is good coal. There have been mines in the district 
mentioned where the British thermal units show 15,- 
000, but this is not general, and, therefore, is not taken 
as a basis. For the sake of convenience Pittsburg op- 
erators are using 13,000 as a base and figuring up or 
down from that, becguse at that point the value of coal 
is $2 when coal is selling at $2. If the system of bas- 
ing the price of Pittsburg coal upon the actual heat 
units the coal will produce instead of on weight, is 
carried into effect, it is believed that coal from that 
district will take precedence over the coal of Ohio, 
Indiana and Illinois, and will command a price com- 
mensurate with its excellence.

Be courteous. This should be the motto of every 
individual, whether young or old, rich or poor. Cour- 
tesy, apart from being an amiable attribute, is es- 
sentially necessary in these days. People demand 
courtesy. They will insist upon it. If they fail to find 
it in one place they will search until they do find it. In 
no phase of life is courtesy more necessary than in 
business. The great business corporations of today 
realize this, for they are constantly preaching cour- 
tesy and the “Golden Rule” to their employes. My 
attention has been directed to a circular which the 
Lackawanna Railroad recently addressed to its em- 
ployes on the subject of courtesy. It subsequently 
incorporated it with its standard time-table folder. It 
attracted immediate attention outside of the railroad, 
and the heads of many large corporations, including 
four transportation companies and one of the large 
telegraph companies, reproduced it word for word and 
sent it to all their agencies. The circular is such an 
excellent one that I cannot refrain from reproducing 
it. Here it is: 

CONCERNING COURTESY. 

The following expression to its Agents, Conductors and 
other Representatives indicates the attitude of the Lackawanna 
Railroad Company on a subject of vital interest to its patrons: 

The possession in marked degree of any worthy faculty 
should always be an incentive to develop that faculty. This 
company considers that its Agents, Conductors and other 
representatives possess above the average the faculty of be- 
ing courteous to the public. To those who cultivate and exer- 
cise this faculty the company extends its congratulations and 
its thanks; to those who may not have fully appreciated its 
importance, thoughtful consideration of the following is sug- 
gested: 

First. The principle that underlies courteous treatment 
of others is simply that of doing unto others as you would 
they should do unto you. 

Second. Ina highly complex and technical business such 
as that of a railroad there are many things that you, with 
your training and daily experience, understand with perfect 
familiarity, but which the public do not understand; there- 
fore, do not assume that the public should comprehend them 
without asking questions, but when they make inquiry of you 
give them the courtesy of a reply just as full and clear as you 
can make it, and without any suggestion of superiority born 
of a greater knowledge. 

Third. Words are only one means of expression and 
manner is quite as important; therefore, remember that a 
kindly and gracious manner is not only the sign and mark of 
a self-respecting man, but is to your words what oil is to 
machinery in making them move effectively to their purposes. 

Fourth. True courtesy is no respecter of persons. It 
remembers that “ a man’s a man for a’ that,” and gives the 
civil word and the helping hand quite as readily to the ill-clad 
stranger as to.an official of the company. 

Fifth. Courtesy is not only something the public have a 
right to expect of you, but it pays. 

It pays in the friends it makes you personally and as a 
representative of the company. 

It pays in minimizing the friction of your life, as well as 
‘hat between the company and its patrons. 

It pays in raising your standing with the company. 

It pays in the personal satisfaction resulting from having 


‘one the right and kindly thing by your neighbor. 


It is the wish-of the management of this company that 
i its representatives whose work brings them into contact 
vith the public may appreciate and fully measure up to their 
‘uty and privilege in this respect. 
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C. F. Engstrom of Jersey City, coin collector and 
antiquarian, has obtained one of the four largest coins 
in the world. The giant piece of money was minted 
in 1659, and bears the imprint of Charles X. of 
Sweden. It is of bronze, oblong, twenty inches long 
by thirteen inches wide, and weighs thirty-one pounds. 
It is stamped in the middle and at the four corners, 
with the royal stamp of King Charles, but otherwise 
is as plain as a slab of slate. On its face the coin is 
worth eight Swedish thalers at the rate of exchange 
in 1659. As an antique it is said to be worth $500. 
In the year 1659 money was not in free circulation 
in Sweden. The ordinary citizen used to pay most 
of his bills in farm produce and labor, and those who 
had money used to keep it in their cellars in large 
slices. Enterprising burglars were unable to do a 
thriving business at the time. The average man’s 
money was safe from all but professional strong men. 
In 1661 Sweden was at war with Russia. The Rus- 
sians scuttled a Swedish man-of-war in Riga harbor. 
In 1901 Riga harbor was dredged by the Russian gov- 
ernment and the ship raised. The four big bronze 
coins were aboard. Two are still in Russia, one is 
in England, and the fourth came to Mr. Engstrom. 
I have not heard what Mr. Engstrom proposes to do 
with his thirty-one pound coin, but there is no doubt 
whatever in my mind that he will have no difficulty 
purchasing his winter stove with it, if it is really 
worth $500.

CUSTOMS DECISION ON GUN LOCKS. 





The Board of United States General Appraisers 
has upheld the action of the-collector of customs at 
Chicago, in assessing additional duties on extra de- 
tachable locks accompanying importations of double- 
barreled breech-loading shotguns by Von Lengerke 
& Antoine, Chicago. The guns in question were as- 
sessed at $6 each, and in addition thereto 35 per cent 
under paragraph 158 of the tariff act, and the addi- 
tional parts at 50 per cent, under the same para- 
graph, as “parts of such guns.” The importers con- 


tended that the extra parts are interchangeable parts, 


and should have been~classified with the gun as a 
unit or entirety. In reaching the conclusion that the 
extra parts are dutiable, General Appraiser. Fischer 


says: 

It is admitted that the extra detachable locks have been 
fitted and adjusted carefully to the particular gun which they 
accompany, and can only be used with that gun. That, how- 
ever, will not prevent a separate classification of such, extra 
parts. The breechloading guns as imported were complete 
and ready for use, and each had attached thereto a pair ci 
detachable locks. In use but one pair of locks can be used 
on a gun at’a time, and it follows that the extra or additional 
ones are in no sense to be regarded as an indispensable part 
of the entirety.

The fire-pots of “American” furnaces 
are made of one piece of heavy steel, which forms the 
entire drum except the head. They are lined with 
what the company says is the very best sectional fire 
brick set in a circle, making them self-supporting and 
preventing them from falling out. They extend up 
to the top of the feed-door or higher if desired, to 
prevent any damage to the steel, and may be replaced 
through the feed-door in ten minutes at very little 
cost. The grates of “American” furnaces are trian- 
gular, hollow in the center, and are said to be very 
strong; either side may be turned to the fire, which 
prevents them from warping. The bars work sep- 
arately, which-permits the ashes to be removed around 
the sides without wasting coal through the center, 
and the ashes may be removed from any part of the 
fire-pot, it being an easy matter to crush the clinker 
through the grate. The bodies or drums of “Amer- 
ican” furnaces are made in five sizes, all of open 
hearth boiler plate steel.

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NON-SCALING METALS.

Copper and steel 
are examples of metals that scale rapidly at a red 
heat. ._Low brass and bronze also scale, but not as 
readily as copper or steel. High brass and German sil- 
ver scale only to a slight extent, but have the property 
of becoming brittle before a red heat-is reached, 0: 
“black-short.” This fact, says the “Brass World,” pre- 
cludes their use for the previously mentioned purposes. 
Aluminum-bronze, containing from 5 to 8 per cent of 
aluminum, is a non-scaling metal, and, in addition, ': 
not brittle at a black or a red heat. For use in in- 
stances where scaling is objectionable it has given ¢x- 
cellent satisfaction.

TRADE PROTECTION. 





BY W. H. BARNARD, NORFOLK, VA. 

The following paper was prepared and read by W. 
H. Barnard, then secretary, at the fourth annual con- 
vention of the National Association of Master Sheet 
Metal Workers, held at the Palmer House, Chicago, 
on August 19, 20 and 21. 


The National Association of Master Sheet Metal Work- 
ers has given the deepest consideration and thought to trade 
Protection and how to bring it about. Undoubtedly there is 
hardly anything more needful for the interests of the master 
sheet metal working business than this. What methods to 
adopt has been the subject of deepest and most earnest thought 
to those of officers who have had this weighty subject 
under cons tion. 

, No doubt to the minds of many of you the printing of the 
is In Accord,” is the pathway by which the greatest amount 
trade protection can be secured, but I have come to the 
'™ conviction that that practice is vicious, undignified, and 
m: leading. Let me cite herewith numerous reasons why that 
system does not appeal to me: 

First—Ours is a National organization, and we are not 
Supposed to give one kind of advice in one section of the 
country and another kind of advice in another section, and yet 
Stace laws differ very greatly from each other, because what 


the better it acts. As an 8 per cent bronze is quite 
hard, if perforating is to be done upon it,'a 5 or 6 per 
cent mixture is generally employed. Nickel is also a 
non-scaling metal, and has been used for the ignition 
tubes of gas engines for a long time. The alloys of 
nickel and copper, if high in nickel, have also the non- 
scaling property. As the melting point of nickel and 
its alloys is high, they may be used in cases where a 
high temperature is desired. For ordinary work, al- 
uminum bronze is satisfactory, and, if a metal with a 
higher melting point is desired, either pure nickel or 
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you can do with impunity in some states cannot be done in 
others, and in a few states of the Union at least there are 
some very drastic laws, the transgression of which brings the 
culprit before the courts and subjects him to the danger of a 
money, as well as a jail penalty. 

Second—There are a few local associations in our mem- 
bership who enjoy a most satisfactory amount of trade pro- 
tection and are on terms of very close friendship and sym- 
pathy with their local jobbing houses. Should we make any 
exaction, or do anything to destroy the peace and profit of 
this condition in this community, by dropping one of the said 
local jobbers from the list “In Accord,” because for any reason 
he had committed an offense in perhaps a neighboring town or 
city! 

Third—It should bé incumbent upon every local commu- 
nity to exercise its own ingenuity and stand together for the 
protection of the business within its own communities. I can- 
not see where it would be helpful for this or any other Na- 
tional organization, or a concern in Louisville, for instance, 
to destroy the peace of its business conditions to satisfy a 
grievance that might exist in, say, Kansas City. It sounds 
very nice to say that what is one master sheet metal worker’s 
grievance is the grievance of all master sheet metal workers. 
I can say with every confidence that it would be a beautiful 
faith to have, that regardless of consequences they would stand 
together as one man to rebuke some roaming jobber in some 
particular city. But have we the foolhardiness to believe that 
such results could absolutely be depended upon? Of course 
not, and for that reason we should not deceive ourselves, nor 
pick up a greater burden of responsibility when our own com- 
mon sense will teach us that we ought to haye better sense 
than to depend upon it. 

Fourth—And now as to the attorney’s opinion regarding 
the list “In Accord.” Have you read it? Let me repeat it to 
ou. It is as follows:

“Philadelphia, 
“Dear Sir: - 

“I have examined the copy of the Master Sheet Metal 
Workers’ Journal which you left with me. If you will strike 
out the words which I have erased on the eighteenth page, 
you can, in my judgment, without liability to successful attack, 
publish the other matters referred to on pages 17, 18 and 19 
You may also, from time to time, add any names or strike out 
names there without making yourself liable for so doing, pro- 
vided you do not there or anywhere else in the publication say 
or do anything which in fact reflects upon the character, 
standing or business of the sheet metal jobbers whose names 
are not printed,-or having been printed, are omitted. 

“Tf I have not broadly enough covered your wish for an 
opinion, kindly advise me.

His advice, as outlined above, absolutely assures you of 
only one thing—that is, the lawyer’s fee—litigation—the result 
of which no man can determine; it may mean the very de- 
struction of our National organization; it may mean imprison- 
ment; it may mean fines; it is bristling with danger, and I 
tell you, gentlemen, if it means anything to us, to say the 
least, it means caution. 

In a certain city we have a local that had prepared a 
paper, or rather an invitation, which they sent to all jobbing 
houses who dispose of their goods in their locality, and I am 
perfectly sanguine that by this instrument they will succeed 
in getting for themselves the fullest enjoyment of trade pro- 
tection, without destroying the peace and contentment that 
may prevail in business with the master sheet metal workers 
of other cities: I repeat what I have once before insinuated— 
that local communities should contrive or devise methods for 
their local enjoyment without causing trouble in some other 
community and our National association should not be used 
as an instrument to stir up strife in the business communities 
all over the country where our membership lies. 

Suppose, for instance, there might be a master sheet metal 
worker who is indebted to some jobber or manufacturer and 
from whom it would be impossible for him to extricate him- 
self, because of the fact of the indebtedness which he might 
not be able to pay, and suppose this particular jobber or man- 
ufacturer had committed such an offense that it was necessary 
to leave him off the list “In Accord,” the aforesaid master 
sheet metal worker might not be in a position to give his busi- 
ness to the remainder of those on the list “In Accord,” and 
withdraw his trade from the offending member. Can you not 
see that this would put this master sheet metal worker in x 
most unhappy and unenviable position? Can you not see that 
it would put him in an attitudeof defying our very law and 
eget] Is this not itself a most excellent reason why this 
ist could not be consistently observed? 

I might go down the line and give many strong reasons 
why it would be best for local communities to be loyal to each 
other and avoid that which is a menace to its business peace 
and enjoyment.

Trade Report. 


HARDWARE. 

Taken as a whole, the hardware market is improv- 
ing. Manufacturers generally report a larger vol- 
ume of orders, but there is still a marked conserva- 
tism among buyers, which, it is expected, will be 
cleared up after the election. Retailers in all parts 
of the country are now laying in lines of goods for the 
holiday season. Dealers in the local markets express 
themselves fairly well satisfied with the present run 
of business, while the outlook for a good routine 
business over the balance of the year is very bright. 
Orders for wire nails continue to come in slowly. 
Consumers are buying in a routine way, and gener- 
ally against immediate requirements. Business on 
the books of the mills, however, is still of good pro- 
portions, and they are busy under the increasing vol- 
ume of specifications against old tontract business. 
It is believed, moreover, that the stocks of nails in 
the hands of both jobbers and retailers in all sections 
of the country are small, and that larger contract busi- 
ness will be forthcoming during the last two months 
of the year. Prices generally are firm, and nohe 
subject to concessions. Cut nails do not show any 
marked improvement. Mills report a small routine 
business coming in, but there is an almost total ab- 
sence of contract orders. In the local market there 
_ is a fair demand for small lots, and prices are still a 

little irregular. Barb wire makers report a better de- 
mand from all sections of the country, especially the 
South and Southwest, and there is a good business in 
prospect. Prices are generally well held. Fence man- 
ufacturers are placing some good-sized orders for 
plain wire; and mills report a good-sized business on 
their books with prices firmly held. 

The base price of. wire nails at the mill is $1.95 
per keg. The jobbing price is $2 at the mill for full 
carloads, $2.10 at the mill for less than carloads and 
$2.40 out of store. The base price of cut. nails at 
the mill is $1.80 per keg. The jobbing price is $1.85 
for full carloads at the mill, $1.95 for less than car- 
loads at the mill and $2.25 out of store. 

In the Chicago market wire nails are quoted as fol- 
lows: Wire nails, jobbers’ carload lots, $1.95; retail- 
ers’ carload lots, $2; painted barb wire, jobbers’ car- 
load lots, $2.10; retailers’ carload lots, $2.15, with 30 
cents for galvanizing; plain wire to jobbers in car- 
loads, $1.80 and to rétailers in carloads, $1.85. 





TIN PLATE. 


Business in the tin plate market is by no means 
brisk, and the demand for tin plate is over for the 
season, and only an order here and there is available. 
Prices are $3:89 for 100-pound coke plates f. o. b, 
New York, and $3.70 at Pittsburg mills, with the in- 
dependents quoting $3.65.

COPPER. 

There has not been very much activity in the mar- 
ket for ingot copper during the past week, though 
from the producer’s standpoint the situation is fully 
as firm as it was a week ago. The Calumet & Hecla 
is reported to be holding its product at 14 cents, and 
seemingly is contented to wait until the orders now 
on its books are filled before réaching out for new 
business. A similar statement applies to other large 
producers, most of them being well sold up for Octo- 
ber, though with very little business in sight after the 
end of the month. There is a general disposition on 
the part of consumers to wait until the unsettling in- 
fluence of the national election has passed away, an 
meanwhile they are taking such lots as are necessary 
to supply their current moderate demands. Stocks 
are small, and the needs of manufacturers are slowly 
increasing, but a general revival is looked for after 
election, as underlying business conditions are sound. 
Recent sales from first hands have been at 14 cents 
for Lake, 13% cents for electrolytic and 13% cents 
for prime casting copper. New York speculative in- 
terests quote Lake at 13%@13% cents, electrolytic 
at $13.45@13.55 and prime casting brands at $13.25 
@13.30, all for spot and last quarter deliveries: 1! 
New York Metal Exchange quotes even lower prices 
than the above, but as no copper is selling at the lo. 
range quoted the published quotations are of little 
value. The London market has shown considerab! 
strength, prices having rallied, owing to the mor¢ 
pacific news from the Balkans. Sheet copper is firm 
and unchanged, the base price being 18 cents, There

PIG IRON. 

The local pig iron market is still very quiet, busi- 
ness being less active in New England and the middle 
states than in the West. There is a disposition to hold 
back orders until after election, and a good many in- 
quiries are now pending, confirmation of which is con- 
ditional upon the election result. The actual business 
being done is of exceedingly moderate volume, and 
while some improvement is noted in certain quarters, 
it is very slow in coming, and is not important enough 
to give the market any air of activity. Some little 
business is being done for deliveries in the first quar- 
ter of 1909, but most of the current transactions are 
for small lots for early shipment. The furnacemen 
are not showing any anxiety over the situation, and 
are not disposed to press sales to any extent. Stocks 
are moderate, the outstanding warrants showing 
clearly how small they really are. The current produc- 
tion has been well taken care of, and the market is in 
good shape to meet returning activity in the foundry 
trade, Prices are very steadily held, and while there 
may possibly be some shading at first when business 
really starts up again, it is likely to be only temporary, 
as all other conditions except the actual demand favor 
higher prices, Alabama iron is firm at $12.50@13.00, 
f.o. b, Birmingham, and some moderate sales have re- 
cently been made at the higher figure. Virginia iron 
is steady at $18.50@19.00, delivered on the wharf in 
Boston, 83 cents a ton being added for all-rail freight. 
There is no change to be noted in Pennsylvania iron, 
the current quotation being $17.50@18.25, New Eng- 
land delivery.

Rogers, Brown & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “The local situation is representative this week of 
the entire pig iron buying field. Consumers have practically 
covered for their requirements to the first of 1909 and, in 
consequence, current sales are small and the interest and 
inquiry which should be running strong now for next year’s 
business are waiting more or less impatiently until] after the 
election. Aside from a little spurt in business here and there, 
of short duration, the market as a whole is sluggish. 

“Consumption is keeping up extremely well and produc- 
tion likewise. September showed a total production of 1,416,- 
000 tons of pig iron, an increase of over 50,000 tons over 
August. This, with a shorter month. It is the best monthly 
production since November of a year ago and is believed 
to have gone directly inté melt. This is manufacturing at 
a rate of seventeen million tons a year, and, as this pace will 
in all probability be maintained or exceeded during the re- 
maining three months, the total showing will be a great deal 
better than was contemplated early in 1908. Examining fur- 
ther, production of seventeen million tons for this year will 
be greater than any previous year, with but five exceptions. 

“Deliveries on contracts keep up well and small spot 
business is fair. The greatest variation in price and policy 
consists in regard to business for 1909. Some furnaces still 
refuse to quote for any deliveries, others for business beyond 
the firt quarter, and those who are willing to consider busi- 
ness are at wide variance as to prices. All of this, we believe, 
has a tendency to discourage generous buying, which should, 
and probably will, take place for such deliveries before long. 

“Coke continues fairly active and the prices without 
change. Production is keeping up well and movement of 
coke from all districts is quite satisfactory. The coke indus- 
try for 1907 is interesting, showing some 99,000 ovens in use 
during the year, producing 40,779,000 tons of coke. The 
value of this coke at the ovens per ton was the greatest in 
the history of the coke trade.” 


Matthew Addy & Co., Cincinnati, will say in their weekly 
report: “New business this week has been made up mainly 
of small lots. The real feature of the situation is the im- 
mense amount of tonnage that is being hung up until the 
situation is safely and satisfactorily, over. There is a re- 
markable inquiry right along from consumers who are trying 
out the market to find out what they can do, but who do not 
intend to buy at present. They are waiting on the election. 
And as we get farther and farther along in the campaign it is 
more and more evident that business and politics for the time 
being are going hand in hand. The uncertainty of the polit- 
ical situation has not particularly improved the present iron 
market—very much on the contrary. But in spite of politics 
the situation, all things considered and in the long run, has 
improved. A year ago this month came the cataclysmic up- 
heaval in the iron trade when prices in a few days were re- 
duced 50 per cent and a proud, prosperous industry crippled 
and almost paralyzed. Then you could hardly give iron away 
For a year things have been getting better. But it was a 
business earthquake—that is the exact truth—and the process 
of readjustment and rehabilitation must be slow. There is 
no denying that at present the country is using up its finished 
iron faster than it is making and replacing the loss by wear 
and tear. This under-consumption will presently have to be 
made up and the iron trade then will come to its own again. 
In the meantime it is a tedious waiting game. 

“During the week prices have not been changed. Pro- 
ducers are holding quotations firm and there is really no 
serious objection on the part of buyers to the prices quoted. 
They realize that the prices are fair enough. One of the 
features of the large tentative present inquiry is the wish to 
contract as far into 1909 as possible. The furnaces wish to 
sell not beyond March, while the consumers want to buy up 
to the Ist of July.”
